In addition, metallic residues from the 
inside mu lace of Llie windshield at the cracked area of the windshield were located 
and ie moved for Laboratory examination. A denied urea was located in the wiudsliiei 
chrome molding, at Lite lop near the center, which was "possibly produced by a

A latent fingerprint developed by the Identification Division on the brown 
paper bay, recovered at the scene and marked ’'found next to Gth floor window 
gun fired fiom. May have been used to carry pun. l.t. J. C. Day” was identified 
with the let* indr;: finger i mpresr. ion of Lee Harvey 'Oswald. In addition, one

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Several black cotton, orange -yellow cotton and gray-black cotton fibers, 
which matched similar libers composing the suspect's shirt, were removed from 
the gun.

maleh similar- libers prmamt in composition to the blanket weu* found on the paper 
bag.
